brother 


was In some part of Canada, so, be 
ing unmarried and free, he started 
out for the North to find him. 


.He had no means of travel except 


his own feet ami legs. 
-It took him a 


long time to walk to Canada and 
longer still to cross Canada from end 
to end. He has walked over more 
than half the United'.States and a 
large parl of Mexico several times 
besides 
five 
exhaustive 
searches 


through Canada and found no trace 
of his missing relatives. 


Now he has (riven up the search 


and Is walking hack to the plantation 
of his boyhood, hoping there to pass 
his last days, though 'he docs not ex- 
pect to lind a single familiar 
face. 


He is lame with rheumatism and Is 
old and feeble being able to make 
only seven or eicht miles a day 011 
his journey. 


After lie had told :his story, the

-Negro 
stood 
up, unsteadily, 


grasped his heavy can, and started 
for old Virginia with shaky steps mid 
bent shoulders.
